The minutes of the meeting in 
March were adopted as read on motion 
of Councillor Umbrite. 

Messrs. Thorssen and Umbrite 
were appointed a committee to repre- 
sent the municipality at the hearing 
of appeals from the decision of the 
Court of Revision of the 1932 trienni- 
alassessment, The acounts and pay- 
sheets as o.k'ed. by the finance com- 
mittee wene pased and ‘ordered paid. 

Coun. Umbrite moved and carried 
the following: Whereas it is neces- 
sary to provide funds to meet the de- 
mands of the various non-collection 
school districts within this municipal- 
ity. Therefore be it resolved and it is 
hereby resolved that the secretary- 
treasurer of this punicipality be and 
is hereby directed and authorized to 
levy the following rates against the 
assessoble lands in the various school 
districts noted below and to collect 
the amounts produced thereby, Alton 6 
mills; Craigantler 5 mills; Crowfoot 3 
mills; Carn Mor 7 mills; Elwood 3 
mills; Hammer Hill 5 milis; Jeanne 
d@'Are 7 mills; Long Beach 3 mills; 


Ploegstireete| 7 mills; Roliy Land 
6 mills; Shamrock 4 mills; Towers 7 
mills; Wheatfield 5 mills; Yule 4

It was decided to make application 
to the bank for a $5,000 line of credit 
for school purpeses and Messrs.

view the bank representative in con- 
nection with the proposed loan for 
school purposes. 

A list of current estimated re- 
ceipts and expenditures were prepai- 
ed and after setting aside $6,000 ar- 
rears of municipal taxes to ve worked 
off by roadwork and applied on said 
arrears it was found necessary to 
raise $10,900 to keep the surplus with- 
in $6,000 of the surplus at December 
81st, 1932,

During the past year and a half 
many holders of school farm land 
sales contracts with the provincial 
department of lands have voluntarily 
relinquished their contracts, and 
have entered into lease arrangements 
covering a period of six years, These 
arangements, made in anticipation of 
better conditions than at present ex- 
ist, have proved and are likely to 
prove in the immediate future, too 
onerous for the lessees in view of 
the depressed state of affairs, In 
order to give some relief to the situ- 
ation, holders of these leases will be 
given an opportunity to obtain cul. 
tivation permits, paying to the de- 
partment of lands a cash rental of 
four cents an acre for all portions of 
the land they do not cultivate, They 
‘will also pay a permit fee of one dol- 
lar and a share of crop grown on the 
land during 1933, The share of the 
crop paid in any one case will not be 
greater than one-quarter of the crop, 
scaling down to one-seventh, People 
who make such arrangements with 
the department and comply with the 
terms of their permits, will have 
priority right for a renewal for 1934, 
and at the expiration of that season 
the settlers will have the first right 
to lease the land under the regula- 
tions of the department. These leas- 
es are for a term of six years, renew- 
able for a further six years, so that 
under these arrangements, a man may 
have possesion of the land for 14 years 
if be complies with the requirements.

played regularly ever since, They 
Say it was Shaughnessy coaching 
that turned the trick (Lord 8. not 
Shag). 

He jis probably the shyest man 
in Canada. 

The ladies admire him because 
he wears his hat over one eye 
and walks with a quarterback 
Swagger. The fact that he isa 
bachelor and apparently intends 
to remain cone provides a second 
elemeat of “je ne sais quoi” to 
keep feminine hearts in a state 
of flutter, 

Business men like him because 
he talks straight from the shoul- 
der and has an uncanny talent 
for getting at the core of the 
most intricate problem. 

The man in the street respects 
him because he preaches The 
Gospel Of True Canadianism. 

Politicians fawn on him because 
he is the boss of the C. P. R. 

The Prince of Wales is another 
citizen who thinks Beatty is ‘all 
right,” and His Royal Highness is 
always ready to prove it by of- 


ficiating at the launching of a 
new (|.

Ordinary people respect him 


highly, and are sorry his railway 
is having a hard time. 

As a youth he wanted to be a 
judge, but Fate intervened and 
sent him a job in the C. P. R.'s 
legal department. Young Beatty 
refused to*regard this as his life- 
work, but ultimately had to de- 
cide in a hurry when the late 
Lord Shaughnessy sent for him 
and asked him to be a Vice-Presi- 
dent. 

Here is one version of what 
took place: 

Beatty said “No!” 

“Tom” Shaughnessy fixed the 
young attorney with oa stern eye 
and exclaimed, “My God, Beatty! 
Do you want to be a mere lawyer 
all your life?’ Young Beatty 
smiled and took the job. 

Some people think Mr. Beatty 
is hard to reach and tales are 
told of citizens who wait for 
weeks for the call to conference, 
Nevertheless he is the easiest 
man in the country to talk to, 
provided you can crash the outer 
office, 

He is one of the few leading 
citizens who go in for Good Works 
in a Big Way without thought of 
publicity or praise. Not long ago 
the mother of an ex-Boys' Home 
youth who had lost his job in the 
States, was destitute and needed 
trainfare home in despair tele- 
phoned to FE. W. ‘The Chairman 
and President of the C.P.R. came 
to the phone in person, discussed 
the case with the harassed mother, 
told her not to worry and in- 
structed the C, PB, R. official 
Nearest to the boy to ship him 
back to his home, paying the fare 
out of his own pocket. These 
are the things which have won 
him a reputation for kindness and 
humanity, 

He was born at Thorold, which 
Ontaric people will tell you is 
situated in the Garden of Canada, 
He attended several schools in 
Toronto, and ultimately scratched 
his way into, through and out, of 
Toronto University and was called 
to the Ontario Bar, , That was in 
1901 and almost at once he went 
into the C.P.R.’s law department. 
He stayed there for thirteen years 
before becoming the company’s 
Gencral Counsel. In 1916 he was 
elected to the Board. In 1918 
they made him President, when 
Lord Shaughnessy dropped one of 
his two portfolios. Six years 
later he added the tithe Chalaman 
to his letterhead, Since then he 
has held both jobs and has had 
plenty of worries on his hands, 

He thinks co-operative manage- 
ment will solve the railway prob- 
lem, He does more travelling 
than many salesmen. To-day 
you will see him in Calgary, Next 
Tuesday he will be in Montreal. 
On Wednesday he will appear be- 
fore the Railway Commission in 
the Capital, On Thursday you 
can talk with him by long dis- 
tance to the Empress of Britain, 
outward bound. Wherever he 
goes he carries his work under 
his hat. When times were good 
it used to be written that he had 
the Biggest Industrial Job In The 
World, The job to-day is pro- 
bably just as big but infintely 
more aranons,

A Momentous World Event 
A momentous conference is, at the time this article is written, taking 
place in Washington between Premier Ramsay MacDonald of Great Brita’n 


and President Roosevelt of the United States. That conference isto be followed | Dutch Indies have attracted a great 


by others between the President and the heads of other nations. All are pre- 
liminary to the World Economic Conference to be held in London in June, 
and the object of these many preliminary conferences is to find common 
ground of agreement so as to assure the success of the world gathering 
to follow. 

As Ramsay MacDonald said upon his arrival at New York, President | 
Roosevelt and himself, who, he believed, were in harmony of spirit regarding 
all great world causes, were getting together to explore the problems that 
have to be dealt with and endeavour to find formulas for their solation. That | 
is, Ramsay MacDonald, a life-long advocate of peace between nations in the | 
Sense that there should not be physical warfare, is now striving with might 
and main to bring about peace between the nations in an economic sense, 
and to endeavour to overcome to the fullest extent possible, the economic 
damage done to the world as the result of the last Great War. In President 
Roosevelt he finds a man of the same spirit imbued with determination. 

At the time of writing, newspaper despatches from Washington indi- 
cate that, although the conferences between these two great leaders of the 
English-speaking world are not finally concluded, it is the universal belief 
that eventually satisfactory agreements have heen reached on all the major 
problems, and common ground of action decided upon when the World 
Economic Conference assembles. Furthermore, that Great Britain and the 
United States will now unitedly endeavour to secure the acceptance of these 
views by other nations. 

It is stated that these world leaders believe they have found formulas 
for the solution of existing world problems and the ending of the depression 
which has affected the world for the past three or four years, These solu- 
tions it is frankly recognized cannot be brought about by any one nation, or | 
even by two or three nations, because the problems are international and 
world-wide in extent and in their application. It is further recognized that 
betterment of existing conditions cannot be achieved by solving one or two} 
of universally recognized problems; rather that action must be taken in re- 
gard to a whole series of matters all more or less correlated to each other, 
with one interlocking into another. 

This is not to say that Premier and President have decided that the 
whole existing economic system of the world must be replaced by some en- 
tirely new system. It does mean that they recogn'’ze the fact that, while 
monetary systems, international finance, systems of exchange, war debts and 
reparations, tariffs, trade quotas and embargoes; production and distribu- 
tion of commodities of all kinds; world armaments, etc., all have a bearing 
and effect on the one great problem, the basic cause of the world’s troubles, 
and therefore the ultimate solution, is not to be found in any one of these 
things, but to a greater or lesser extent in all of them. 

They are not approaching world problems as theorists, but as practical 
men of affairs, leaders of their people, world leaders of experience, deter- 
mined, as Ramsay MacDonald says,” to clear the obstacles which block the 
highways of trade, both within our own countries and between the nations, 
and so restore the hope of employment to the workless millions who look to 
earn their living in factory and field.” 

Therefore, to the extent that existing monetary systems and interna- 
tional methods of finance and exchange present obstacles along the high- 
ways of trade they must he altered; not destroyed, but improved so as to 
facilitate greater freedom of exchange and render a maximum of service to 
the world. So, too, in regard to tariffs, quotas, embargoes, trade restrictions 
of all kinds, They are not seeking to bring about world free trade, which is 
presently impossible, but to encourage and promote, rather than discourage 
and restrict, trade between nations without doing damage to the interests of 
any; in a word, to develop mutually advantageous reciprocal exchange of 
commodities. Likewise, to deal with war debts, reparations, armaments in 
the same spirit and in order to achieve a like result, War debts cannot all be 
cancelled, reparations abandoned in toto, complete disarmament effected, 
but the obstacles erected by these things across the trade highways of the 
world can be largely removed.

It is con- 
structive, not destructive. It is practical, not impossibly Utopian. It offers 
hope of success, because it is not narrowly selfish but accords consideration 


and fair play to all.

Gladstone Murray, public relations 
officer of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation, made a spirited attack 
on opponents of public service broad- 
casting. Mr. Murray, who is spending 
several weeks in Canada as adviser 
to the Federal Broadcasting Com- 
mission, spoke to the Toronto Empire 
Club, 

While not suggesting United States 
radio programs at their best were in- 
ferior to those of Great Britain, the 
speaker insisted that program build- 
ing under the sponsored advertising 
principle was increasingly more diffi- 
cult than under the license system 
employed in the United Kingdom.

~ Unearths Fortune In Antiques 


Swedish Farm Worker Makes Lucky 
Strike While Plowing 

One of the finest collections of an- 
tiquities ever dug up from Scandina- 
vian soll was revealed recently, Emil 
Joensson, a farmhand in Skaane, the 
most southern province of Sweden, 
uncovered this fortune while plowing. 

Joensson at first noticed some blue- 
white pieces of porcelain in his fur- 
tow, stopped his horses to investi- 
gate and discovered a number of sil- 
ver coins. Right then his fortune was 
| made, An archacologist was sent for, 
and the “lucky strike’ examined. 

There were no less than 378 Swedish, 
| Danish and German coins dated some 
| 300 years back, beautiful ornaments 
of hand-wrought gift silver and a set 
of beautifully worked and decorated 
buckles, spangles and mountings of a 
belt. Archaeologists are of the opin- 
ion the ornaments belong to the very 
best specimens of late Gothic silver 
work now existing in Sweden. 

It is thought a wealthy nobleman 
or merchant probably hid his most 
valuable belongings in the ground 
during times of warfare and peril 
about 300 years ago, and was pre- 
vented from recovering them, prob- 
/ ably by death. 

The find, in accordance with the 
Swedish law, was offered to the state 
for redemption and the State Histor- 
{cal Museum purchased it from the 
lucky farm hand, who profited by a 
fortune lost centuries ago.
